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The Silent Difference

PART, or a part. Has it ever occurred to you 
that the only difference between these 
two expressions is a brief period of si- 

lence? But what a contrast there is in meaning! 
Apart, ot a part; a misfit or a member, separate or 
together, wondering or wonderful, away or at 
home . . . apart, or a part. 

A brief period of silence near the start of the 
second expression is the factor that makes the 
phrase mean togetherness, being wanted. Without 
the pause we have apart, which is a word that can 
signify rejection. 

A brief period of silence near the start of any 
endeavor can be just as meaningful in our activi- 
ties as it is in our language. In this case the brief 
period of silence is a time of prayer. Prayer is a 
silent period in which we commune with God. 
Prayer is the pause that enables us to listen for 
divine guidance. 

A song that has found its place in my heart 
says, 

“We are a part of all that’s good, 
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And good shall be victorious.” 

I must admit that there have been times in my 
own experience when these lines would have de- 
scribed my feeling very inaccurately. “I am apart 
from all that’s good, . . .” would have been more 
nearly correct. 

One such time I found that even a pause for 
prayer did not immediately restore my peace of 
mind. It did, however, bring to light a way of ac- 
tion to improve things. 

If you have ever felt apart from your good, 
separated from life, rejected by love, forgotten 
by prosperity, this way of action will help to 
bring you into all that’s good. 

The secret is, start where you are! 

Does your life seem apart from order and the 
fitness of things? Do discord and irritation har- 
ass you? Join up; become a part of all that’s 
good. Start right where you are, and start right 
now. 

“I am a part of all that’s good.” Is this what 
you would like to know and express? 

You can become a part of all that’s good. If 
you are at a desk reach out and straighten some- 
thing. Put a paper clip in its proper place. Throw 
away an old envelope or a used sheet of paper. 
Do just one thing, right now (for there is more 
of this article to read, you know). In this one 
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gesture you have started something. You have 
made yourself a part of all that’s good, and order 
reigns victorious. 

Having made the first move toward establish- 
ing order, you will find subsequent action easy 
and natural. 

For instance, a family of my acquaintance was 
planning to move to another city about six hun- 
dred miles distant. The husband and wife had 
gone to that city and had completed arrange- 
ments for him to start work on a certain date. 
They located a house that pleased them and made 
tentative arrangements to purchase the house, but 
the date on which they could take possession was 
a few weeks later than the day they wished to 
move. 

When they returned home the family found 
that they had a prospect for the sale of their own 
house. The prospective buyer insisted on the right 
to move in some days in advance of the date the 
family planned to move out. 

The family had the problems of when to sell, 
what to buy, when to move. They had to decide 
what to do with their household goods, and they 
faced countless other problems, which seemed 
to pile up until they were nearly frantic with un- 
certainty. 

The question was, what should they do first? 
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Each move seemed to be so tied up with another 
phase of their situation that they were at a stand- 
still in trying to find the answers. 

After a prayerful pause for guidance their move 
toward order and harmony was a simple one. 
Not quite so elementary as picking up a paper 
clip but it was easy to do and, most important, it 
was a move that placed them in the current of 
decision and made them a part of order. They 
picked up the telephone and placed a long dis- 
tance call to the agent handling the sale of the 
house they wished to buy. 

The details of the final arrangements were 
many. This family found that once the first simple 
move was made toward order, things worked to- 
gether in an unexpected way, making them a part 
of all that’s good. 

In saying these words, “I am a part of all that’s 
good,” you are choosing oneness with God and 
with all the good in everyone, as contrasted with 
any feeling of being apart or alone. Pray this 
prayer; then pause for a moment in the presence 
of the Father. Remember, it is this pause that 
makes the silent difference. 

Daily we are subjected to various types of ad- 
vertising concerned with symptoms of undesirable 
states of inharmony and ill health. It is well for 
us to make certain that we do not identify our- 
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selves with anything undesirable. It is well for us 
to maintain a positive stand for perfect health. 
One step toward this positive stand is to declare, 
“I am a part of all that’s good,” realizing al- 
ways that good includes wholeness, vitality, and 
perfection. 

Another step is to start where you are with any 
action, no matter how simple an action, which is 
taken in the general direction of health. For you 
to gently smooth the wrinkles from your brow 
may be a meaningful gesture, one signifying the 
wiping away of any belief that illness or tension 
has power of itself. A simple gesture like this is 
enough to place you on the side of health. 

A man in bed with an aching knee got up and 
shined his shoes. That action did not put him 
completely on his feet and off to work, but it did 
give him a good beginning as a part of all that’s 
good. It put him on the side of health and whole- 
ness. Before long he was wearing these shined 
shoes and walking without difficulty. 

With a pause in prayer, silently to recognize 
your oneness with the Father and with perfect 
wholeness, you consciously make yourself a har- 
monious part of all that is good. 

What you have joined is what you really de- 
sire. You have placed yourself in agreement with 
the divine intent for man and his world. 
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Just as you are in agreement with the life idea, 
you can be in agreement with the substance idea. 
Recognize that the real source of all supply is 
God, and that it is His good pleasure that you 
have an abundance of all that is required to ful- 
fill your every good desire. Give thanks for the 
channel through which your supply reaches you 
.. . your employer, your business, or perhaps your 
husband if you are a housewife. See yourself as a 
relay station to increase, expand, and help your 
good on its way. Enlist the aid of the Father in 
the pause that makes the silent difference. Feel 
yourself a part of a great, prosperous idea of 
abundance. 

Take a coin, even one as small as a penny, and 
remove it from your pocket or coin purse. Hold 
the coin in your hand and bless it with these 
words, “You are now a part of all that’s good.” 
Think for a moment of all your financial supply 
as being similarly blessed. Know that never again 
will you feel that your supply is limited. 

You may not have given much thought to your 
own influence on the welfare and happiness of 
others. But as you observe the pause that makes the 
silent difference, as you recognize the presence of 
God and your oneness with Him, something won- 
derful will happen to you. You will become aware 
that you, as a part of all that’s good, have an in- 
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fluential place in the world. You will find that 
your thoughts of good are powerful enough to 
awaken others to an understanding of the joy, 
health, order, and prosperity that are their divine 
heritage. You will find that your faith will help 
to kindle their faith. 

You will find satisfaction in silently inviting 
others, by name and by visualization, into a new 
understanding of their oneness with all that’s 
good. 

In praying for others you will find your own 
togetherness. When once you sense the quiet ex- 
hilaration that comes from the knowledge that 
you are a part of God’s great plan of good for 
mankind, you will never again feel as one small 
person apart from other persons. 

Your blessing to others has power to har- 
monize and to help when you give it from an 
awareness of oneness with God and from an un- 
derstanding that you and the one you bless are a 
part of all that’s good. 

Apart, or a part. Yes, the difference in these 
two expressions is a brief period of silence. But 
just as that brief period of silence throws a new 
light on these words, so does the period of silence 
we call prayer bring new depth, new richness, and 
new meaning to life.
